Tha card of ssran 
aaeaa yasterday was an exeallent one, many of 
lha flaiahas haing eloaa and of an exciting na- 
Inra. 

Tha star attraction of tha day was tha Fleet- 
wood Stakes, a handicM for all ages at six 
tnrloogs. flJM added. The finish was one of 
Iba most spirited that has been seen here- 
ahMt tbls yaar, Maggie Davis, Miss Banoatt 
and Money Moss passing ov*r tha line so closely 
together that only tha jadaas eonld separata 
them. They ware placed in tbs foregoing or- 
der. Money Mass darted to the front at the flag 
bat was immediately j <ined by Maggie 
Davis, with Miss Bennett fairly close np. The 
Irat two ran lapped ap to the last fifty yards, 
where they were joined by Miss Bennett. 
It was a ding dong finish between tba first 
three, Maggie Davis getting bar ness in front 
of Miss Bennett in the last few strides, while 
Money Mnas. which faltered near tha line, was 
only beaten the shortest of beads by Mies Ben- 
nett. Maggie Davie displtyed great gamanese 
near the end and showed herself to be a mo>t 
eeneistei t mare. Money Mass stood a drive for 
a sixteenth of a mile. Hetdwater ran within 
hailing distance np to the last eighth where he 
fell away beaten. Janbert eonld never get np 
and was well ont of the contest before the bead 
of the stretch had been reached. The time — 
was good considering the dead condition 
•f the track. 

Argregor took the free handicap, a dash of 
one and ona-sixteecth miles for threa-year-olds 
and upward, hy a nose in a rattling fi iieb from 
Obia, which had led clear np to the last fifty 
yards. Boney Boy was third, two and a half 
Ungtha hack.

Pink Coat finished sixth 
and has evidently gone back. 

Birkanrnth threw the mile and a quarter race 
away on Flying Torpedo, allowing False Lead 
to nt his nose first over the line in the last f-4W 
strides tbrongb sheer carelessness. Barilla was 
third one and a half lei gths b-<eb. Plying Tor- 
pedo should bavebeeu returned a bandy winner. 

Saintly made a rnnaway race of it in the 
steeplecbaee, winning in a canter by one and a 
half lengths from Captain Conover, which beat 
Corrillo eev n for s<>cond place. The other 
winners were Mondoro, Evening Star and 
Bmtal.
